Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art 
has been found, nor presented that either teaches or fairly suggests the production of a 
molding having a material thickness of at least 150 urn, and obtained from a 
composition comprising a polymer mixture comprising (1) an impact-modified 
poly(meth)acrylate polymer which is a poly(meth)acrylate matrix with elastomer particles 
distributed therein, and (2) a fluoropolymer, the proportion of the fluoropolymer in the 
polymer mixture being from 30 to 95% by weight, wherein the impact-modified 
poly(meth)acrylate polymer consists of from 20 to 70% by weight of the

poly(meth)acrylate matrix and from 80 to 30% by weight of the elastomer particles, or a 
process for producing the molding, as recited. Since there are no other outstanding 
issues with regard to the clarity or enablement of the claims, these claims are deemed 
to contain allowable subject matter.
